THE CHAPTER 


The Resident Chapter of any Fraternity each vear naturally 
presents many serious problems to its constituents and Phi Mu has 
had its full share to cope with since the opening of the collegiate 
year. 

The active Resident Brothers returned to the House in Septem- 
ber with the realization that there was work to be done. The main 
issues to be kept in mind were: 

1—New men. We attacked this problem with a vim and, after 
a most efficiently organized rushing season, we were proud to claim 
for the Brotherhood, eleven of the best men that could be found, 
comprising eight Freshmen, one Sophomore and two Juniors. The 
results of the campaign went far beyond our modest hopes 
and expectations, and our singular success struck us with a certain 
uncanniness. Practically every one of the new men had been 
rushed to death by the other Houses before accepting Alpha Chi 
Rho. It was therefore only natural that our collective head should 
become just the least bit collectively swelled at the final outcome. 

2—Activities. Although Phi Mu launched herself into the 
present season assured of leadership in campus work, it was no 
time for shirking. No matter how rosy our present situation 
appears, we must always provide for the future. It is with suc- 
ceeding years in mind that the underclassmen have entered into 
all lines of campus work, determined to keep Phi Mu as they 
have found it—at the head of the list. 

8—Scholarship. Phi Mu’s scholastic standing has never been 
much to be proud of and it is with regret that we are forced to 
confess that this year is no exception. Attemupts have been made 
to remedy this situation. But despite our earnest attempts the 
recent mid-year examinations eliminated two Juniors, a Sophomore 
and a Freshman from among our midst. This fact is rather ap- 
palling upon incomplete investigation and at first it appears to be 
due-to a fault of the Chapter. When we consider, however, the 
fact that the other Fraternities at Lehigh were struck with equal 
if not greater severity by the recent finals, we claim that there is 
still hope for Phi Mu. The examinations in January were admitted 
to be amiong the most stringent ever given by the University. 
Wherefore—the mortality rate. 

4—Brotherhood. Last and most important of the factors 
which measure a Fraternity is the maintenance of the spirit of 
Brotherhood among the veterans and the instilling of this same 
feeling into the new men. In this we believe we have succeeded. 
The Graduate Brothers who drop in on the Chapter from time to 
time will vouch for that. It is this ideal of fraternization for 
which we are ever striving, that makes Alpha Chi Rho what it is. 

This is the status we find ourselves in at the middle of the 
year 1921-1922 and we feel more or less safely intrenched for the 
remainder of the Spring term. The success we have encountered 
is the outcome of whole-hearted co-operation among the Brothers 
with a common end in view, directed and guided by a leader, at 
once conscientious in the realization of his responsibilities, just and 
righteous in his views and fully capable of the performance of his 
duties.
